The 
whole military situation on the eastern aud western theatres 
of war in Euxopo, howebor, proved that at tho end of 1944 
an invasion of Denmark by English troop3 was not in question. 
To* this was added that in caac of an invasion of Xtenmrk 
the northern space including the Baltic and the North Sea 
was completely uncovered,. Germany herself would either be 
strong enough to defend these territories satisfactorily » 
ciad the whole situation in the case of an invasion of Denmark 
would no doubt have meant the defeat of Germany. In tho 
beginning of 1945 there was no more doubt that Germany had 
lost the war, if not in tho last minute a politioal ohangc 
among the Allied powers would anpoar. On account of these 
considerations the subject thought it useless to urge on the 
tasks in the Danish spu.'o. Tc the Dienstelle in Berlin this 
stagnation did not look strange, as tho Dienstolle could 
not survey all the groups on account of the evacuation at 
the end of 1944* The subject cuuld without truth state 
that at that time it w.-.c q\Ute impossible to got new coliu-

3peokin in Deo ember 1944 
at tne "Frascati" ( restaurant) , . where they happened to 
sit beside eaoh other, later on the subject met her some 
times and they beonme great friends. Thereafter they star- 
ted living together, until they both were arrested. The 
subjeot states that Mrs. jpeokin has no Intimate knowledge 
of his work in Denmark, as he never told her about It* She 
knew that he worked agalnBt the Oomnanists, but besides 
she knows nothing of the subject s various tasks, of whioh 
he wanted to keep her outside. The subject has oonsidortd 
the relatione between Mrs, Jpeokin and himself a private 
affair, and he intended to marry hur. 
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The subjeot got his wages direotly from Berlin, 
oeived 354o Xrj as wages every third month. Besides 
he had 27,000 Kr, at his disposal for representation expen- 
ses, Hu got the money paid out as follows, 21, 000 in Da- 
nish Xr, and the rest in Jwiss-f ranos. The subjeot states 
that it was Daufeldt who had arranged that soon of the pay- 
ment took plaoe in dwiso-frunoe. The subjeot used most of 
the Swlss-franoe to buy ooffeu eto, at the Black Market in 
Germany, 

He says that eVury third month he settled aooounts 
oonserning his representation expenses with Berlin, thus 
he had 27,000 as oash oapltal every third- month. 

The rep re sun tat ion expenses inoluded among other 
things also his hotel-stay in Denmark amounting to 18. 00 
Kr, per day plus the lunohes and dinners be had together 
with Mrs. dpeokin. The subjeot used the following manner * 
of proceeding: whm for instance he dined with Sahlander, 
he paid half the bill, but sent it to Berlin and got the 
whole amount refunded. 

He had no farther instruct! one oonoeming the 
question, how much he had to pay his agents. This was 
left to himself aooortf ing to hie own Judgement and the

willing to give information of the " Amt VI” and of his ' 
own activity.

He was aware that most of tho collaborators enlisted by 
Daufeldt* were quite useless, and he has taken his work 
very easily.
